Capitol Is Inspected Sunday by 2,388 
Visitors from Many States and Nations 


By actual count, leaving nothing 


to guesswork, there were 2,388 
visitors who looked through, the 
Nebraska capitol Sunday, the open- 
ing day of the state fair, while up 
to 10:30 Monday forenoon 700 more 
bad passed through the main north 
entrance to see the Interior of the 
structure and hear Its architectural 
features and art works explained 
by guide lecturers. 


A member of the eapitol care- 
taker force stands just outside the 
door with a counting machine in 
one hand, which records mechanic- 
ally every person who goes in. This 
is the first time such a device has 
Seen employed in estimating the 
number of visitors to the capitol. 
Land Commissioner Conklin. cus- 
todian of the building, predicted 
that the crowd of Monday visitors 
would reach 3,500 to 4,000. He had 
five guides on duty piloting parties 
of 50 to 100 people through at a 


time on trips of one hour each. 
The entire staff of capitol Janitors 
is assisting as doormen, watchmen, 
and extra elevator operators. 
Labor day usually brings the 
heaviest influx to the capitol at 
any time during state fair week. 
About one-fourth of the Sunday 
throngs, approximately 750 persons, 
enrolled themselves on the registry 
book kept in the vestibule of the 
north entrance. There were cities 
and villages of Nebraska represent- 
ed. including 110 from Omaha. 
From 18 other states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia 230 were regis- 
tered, Iowa leading the list with 78. 
Five foreign viStors wrote down 
their names, three being 
from 
Sweden and two from the Hawaiian

Robertson Lists Obstacles 


to 
Overcome 
in 


Recovery Drive. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky.. Sept. 4—WH- 
An economic citizenship, "hitherto 
denied by many basic industries" 
was given lobor by the national in- 
dustrial recovery act. D B. Robert- 
son president of the 
brotherhood 


of locomotive Firemen and Engine- 
men, said in an address for delivery 
at a Labor day meeting here this 
afternoon. 


Terming the recovery act "funda- 
mentally an employer measure with 
one important exception," Robertson 
said it guaranteed labor "the right 
of organization and collective bar- 
gaining through its chosen repre- 
sentatives, x x x free from coercion, 
molestation or intimidation of any 
description." 


"The object sought by this pro- 
vision," Robertson said, "is to en- 
able workers to organize and enter 
into a co-partnership with employ- 
ers for the purpose not only of at- 
taining to maximum Industrial ef- 
ficiency and accomplishment 
but 
also to the end that Industry may 
be humanized and 
democratized. 
The significance of this change and 
Its ultimate effects upon our econ- 
omic life can scarcely be overesti- 
mated." 


Robertson said there will be many 
obstacles to overcome in furthering 
the recovery program. For one thing 
he said, there will be a "powerful 
minority of all business and finan- 
cial interests which, he said "con- 
sists in part of the old anti-union 
employer group," but that another 
part of the opposition would be more

Witnesses at the trial identified

Trust Co., known as the "world's 
largest bank robbery." 


A few weeks before his arrest on 
a Texas farm, Bailey and five of 
his gang sent a letter to an Okla- 
homa City newspaper confessing the 
robbery of a Black Rock. Ark., bank 
for which others were under arrest. 
They authenticated the letter 
wtih fingerprints, which proved to 
be genuine. Authorities saw in the 
confession a possible attempt to 
establish an alibi in the Kansas City 
union station slaughter as the bank 
robbed the day before the killings 
here. 


The desperado was reared on a 
farm In Sullivan county, Missouri, 
and served in the World war. 
It was on the Bailey farm that 
Fred (Killer) Burke, suspect in the 
Valentine's day massacre in Chicago 
and then called "America's meet 
desperate criminal," was captured. 
Burke now is serving a life sen- 
tence in Michigan for slaying a po- 
liceman. Bailey confessed he pro- 
vided the hideout for Burke. 
Trapped on Texas Farm. 
Bailey was trapped August 14 on 
a remote farm near Paradise, Tex. 
A squad of federal officers, accom- 
panied by local authorities, 
sur- 
prised the fugitive as he lay asleep 
on a cot in the rear of the farm 
house. Although Bailey had num- 
erous weapons at hand and a motor 
car nearby, he offered no resistance 
in the face of the machine guns 
drclimr him.

Federal Official Hints 


Corruption in Escape 


Of Desperado. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4— (AP)— 


Joseph B. Keenan, leader of the 
federal anti-crime drive, said today 
the entire staff of federal agents in 
Texas and Oklahoma had been or- 
dered to "close every road" in an 
attempt to recapture Harvey Bailey, 
who escaped today at Dallas. 


Keenan said that Bailey, wanted 
on charges of kidnaping and mur- 
der, undoubtedly would be captured 
soon. 
Detailed reports of Bailey's escape 
from the Dallas county jail were 
rushed to Keenan at the Justice de- 
partment shortly after the spectac- 
ular break. 
Keenan said an investigation al- 
ready had been started to deter- 
mine how Bailey came into posses- 
sion of his .45 calibre revolver and 
a saw. If the person found guilty of 
aiding Bailey could be located, 
Keenan said, the government in-; 
tended to "establish a precedent for 
speedy justice." 
Hints Corruption. 
"Lacking any federal jails near 
where Bailey was* held," he said, 
'we put him in the Dallas county 
aU as the most modern and strong- 
est local institution available. 
"He was put in the death cell 
with a constant watch upon him, 
and orders that he be held incom- 
municado except for his lawyer. 
''Bailey's attorney, from Okla- 
homa City, saw him last Friday, and 
so far as we have been able to ascer- 
tain, the .lawyer was the last man 
outside the personnel of the jail to 
confer with Bailey. 
"I am at an absolute loss to un- 
derstand how Be41ey could have ob- 
tained a gun and a saw. 
"From information available to 
us now it appears that only through 
corruption could he have obtained 
hem." 


Texas Roads Guarded. 
FORT WORTH, Tex., Sept. 4— 
"crt Worth officers guarded all 
roads between here and Dallas for 
larvey Bailey, who escaped from 
ihe Dallas county jail today. 
Anticipating a battle with the 
isperado if they should find nun, 
he officers went heavily armed with 
riot guns, machine guns and gas 
bombs. 
Harvey was reported to have es- 
aped in a green motor car. 
Offi- 
cers believed he would change can 
at the first opportunity.

TYRAXNY INTOLERABLE. 
r 


WAS the tyranny of great wealth—that sym- 
bolized by the highly industrialized fabric of the 


United States, which led to the bloodless revolution 
last fall. The injustice of tyranny is never excus- 
able, and always intolerable in a nation of free peo- 
ple. 


The tyranny of the debtor class on the one side, 


and the creditor group on the other, may lead to 
startling change and regrettable developments. The 
debtor must recognize that his creditor has some 
rights—rights which are guaranteed in the consti- 
tution and which have been interpreted through 
court decisions. There has been and there still is a 
disposition on the part of the debtor group to repu- 
diate obligations, and to attempt to dictate terms of 
settlement. If the creditors are willing to accede, so 
far as the specific transaction is concerned, the in- 
cident is closed. It may not be amiss, however, to 
suggest to those sorely tempted by what they see 
others doing that it is a record which will come back 
to haunt thousands in another day when perhaps 
they want credit accommodation much more than 
they do now. 


Not all of the fault rests on one side. The credi- 


tor frequently has shown a disposition in cases 
where excessive loans have been made, where It nev- 
er will be possible to realize to the full amount of the 
obligation upon the collateral securing the loan, to 
close his eyes to known facts and Insist upon the ful- 
fillment of a contract to the last penny. That Is a 
short sighted policy in many cases, and will end only 
in dispossessing the debtor of all he possesses. What 
we need is less tyranny by either group. What we 
need is a fulsome respect for the circumstances, a 
spirit of fair dealing, a disposition to face facts 
squarely and proceed accordingly in order that the 
gigantic task of continuing national recovery from 
depression may succeed. 
LABOR DAY was given official recognition Mon- 
day. 


More frequently, tyranny has been revealed by the 


employer rather than by the worker, but there are 
exceptions and there are storm signals that, unless 
careful consideration Is given, the 
shoe may be 


placed on the other foot from the one usually wear- 
ing it. 


Throughout the nation, every nerve is being 


strained to put people back to work and to increase 
purchasing power by higher wage scales. It is 
just, a proper, a highly desirable goal. The work- 
ers of this country, as well as those on the other 
side, have gone through the most distressing of ex- 
periences. They have borne the brunt of circum- 
stances bravely and splendidly and with an amaz- 
ing absence of disorder. 


The greatest threat to continued progress in re- 


covery may be seen in tyrannical action, either by 
worker or employer. The worker in the end will 
injure only himself if he asks and expects the im- 
possible. The employer, heartened and encouraged 
by the first faint signs of better days ahead, in the 
end win destroy himself and many others if he asks 
and expects the impossible. 


These next few months—the next two years—win 


demand more in the form of common sense, fair- 
ness, and honesty than any period through which 
we have passed. The whole fate of the national 
program, of th« country itself, rests upon a wide- 
spread recognition of the facts. Tyranny in any 
form by any Individual group will prove fatal, and 
as always has been the history where exploitation, 
greed, unrestrained abuse, arise, a new conquering 
spirit of fairness will attempt the task of righting 
intolerable social Inequities and Injustices. 


NEBRASKA'S BIG FAIR. 


I^BOS is a crucial week for the Nebraska State 
-•• fair. Because of economic 
conditions, it has 


rowed stormy seas since 1930. A marked falling off 
in attendance and a large decrease in revenues from 
concessions left the management facing deficits the 
last two years. Por a time, it was dubious whether 
the legislature would make an appropriation to en- 
able the fair to continue in existence, but In the 
closing hours a small sum was set aside for that 
purpose. 


These facts are placed before the people of Ian- 


coin and Nebraska for the purpose of furnishing a 
reminder that the fair must be a self-suportlng in- 
stitution. It can continue only if it receives the pat- j 
lonage it deserves. The turnstiles must click, the 
crowds must come, or the f Jght which was waged to 
preserve an institution established in the earliest 
years of the state wfll prove unavailing. 


While change has taken place in the entertain- 


ment and the educational factors provided by the 
state fair, the fact remains it is grounded firmly up- 
on the things so essential to Nebraska progress. It 
i» buflt around agriculture and the activities of the 
people of this state. It may not have seemed im- 
portant to maintain It in these recent years, but It 
is vital and It does supply a real impetus to success- 
ful agriculture. The people of Lincoln should sup- 
port the fair. The citizens of Nebraska should sup- 
port It Only were it to be discontinued could there 
be a full appreciation of the part it actually olavs 
in Nebraska life. 


No true Nebraskan can view magnificent exhibits 


of grain and the varied products of the soil without 
a thrill of pride and a sense of deep satisfaction. 
There is poetry in a gigantic pumpkin, in luscious 
fruits, in that common member of the garden, the 
lowly spud. It Is the poetry of nature—the drama 
of sunshine and sparkling rain drops, and deep, 
black, rich dirt, combining forces to yield abundant- 
ly the necessities of man. 


Por some, the prize porker may mean nothing 


more than an ungainly, ugly animal, but there Is 
beauty In the hog for many of the sons and daugh- 
ter* of both farm »nd dty. There should be pride 
in the realization teat this state has an agriculture 


position it occupied in years of prosperity, when it 
attained ranking as one of the foremost, one of the 
largest expositions in the United States. 


MR. S. H. BURNHAM. 


S 
H. BURNHAM, whose death occurred late Sat- 
urday evening at the advanced age of eighty* 


five years, was a great banker, a public spirited citi- 
zen, but most of all, an Invaluable aid to and coun- 
selor of men, particularly young men. No matter 
how busy he might be, he had a cheery word of en- 
couragement for all who came in contact with him. 
With a flashing, yet kindly sense of humor, he made 
the day brighter. 


That will be his memorial In the hearts of thou- 


sands scattered throughout the state and in Lincoln, 
rather than the magnificent institution which he 
built and over whose destinies he watched for so 
many years. In the last fifteen years, those quali- 
ties of neighborliness and friendliness which Mr. 
Burnham so splendidly exemplified disappeared to a 
very large extent in business relationships the coun- "• 
try over. Somehow the idea gained foothold that 
business was business ,and the human touches which 
had added so much to it were eliminated. But Mr. 
Burnham never changed. He liked to leave his desk, 
to greet the patrons of his bank, to exchange a few 
words with them, if nothing more than an evidence 
of cordiality. It was an evidence of his humanness. 


And, he was quick to recognize ability and in- 


tegrity. When he saw a young man for whom the 
future held promise, he made an effort 
to advise 


that young man wisely and to encourage him in 
very manner possible. Hundreds can look back 
with the recollection it was Mr. Burnham who pre- 
vented them from making mistakes. Hundreds will 
remember that it was Mr. Burnham who softened 
;helr disappointments and revived their spirits when 
discouragement and troubles came. It is a remark- 
able thing when men will spend their energies and 
devote their abilities in helping others, but Mr. 
Burnham was a remarkable man. 


He was one of that group of pioneer Nebraska 


>ankers who wrote a glorious page in banking, and 
who established the highest traditions. His entrance 
nto the banking field was in a period of great dls- 
«ss in advance of the panic of 1893. Undoubtedly, 
•he experiences through which he passed in that sea- 
son of stress and storm left them selves so indelibly 
Imprinted upon him that they contributed in no small 
measure to his large success.

articles appear In the dally press, 
the weekly and monthly periodicals 
and quite a few trustworthy books. 
They concur in the view that the 
general situation in Europe is more 
complicated than ever. The disarm- 
ament conference is stranded on the 
rock of political subserviency to mil- 
itaristic domination. There is no 
technical reason why the nations 
should not disarm. But they distrust 
each other and therefore remain 
weaponed to the teeth. 
Premier MacDonaild's four-power 
plan was dictated by a real fear that 
war may break out again. Only by 
that plan or a similar one can such 
a catastrophe be averted. If the peo- 
ples of Europe desire to avert it as 
they do, they will have to agree upon 
a system of federated control. If 
they do not thus agree, there is no 
other efficient guaranty for 
the 
peace of the world. 
Those who object to any use of 
force for this end are confronted by 
the fact that Japan and Peru have 
been openly condemned as covenant 
breakers, yet what sancttion short 
of police' force internationally exer- 
cised can induce them to abandon 
their aggressive policies? This is the 
issue which must be deeply pond- 
ered by the various organizations 
committed to the abolition of armed 
conflicts. 
Hitler's crusade presents another 
important problem 'namely, the re- 
vision of the treaties. He is out to 
restore to the German nation the 
colonies it lost in the World War 
and to recast the map of northeast- 
em Europe, doing away with the 
Polish corridor He also proposes the 
union of Austria with the Reich and 
will, if he can, reunite Alsace-Lor- 
raine to it. How far will the other 
European powers go in readjusting 
these boundaries, and In making 
such other changes in the treaties 
as shall ease the present tension? 


I suggest these matters to show 
;hat the moralized forces of man- 
kind face a more difficult task than 
:ver before. Of course, the late war 
should be the last of its kind, for 
it accomplished little worth while, 
and aggravated much which now 
seems intractable; and also because 
the problems referred to above can 
not be solved except on the basis 
of mutual good will and concession.

OVERCALLING IN OPPONENTS' 


SUIT. 
Unquestionably one -of the most 
spectacular bids available to a con- 
tract player is the immediate over- 
call in a suit bid by an opponent, 
a bid which in the lower stages is 
forcing to game and in the higher 
stages a direct slam suggestion. 
There are some refinements in the 
use of this bid. Sometimes after 
such an immediate overcall has 
Ken made and partner has made 
a response, the opponents' suit may 
even be rebid with the purpose of 
forcing partner to make a choice 
between two major suits — in other 
words, compelling him to disclose 
whether he holds either four spades 
or four hearts.

Auto Magnate Remains 


in Mountain Cabin 


Far From Detroit. 


BIG BAY, Mich., Sept. 4—(XP)— 


Whatever may be Henry Ford's 
plans for compliance, or non-com- 
pliance, with the national automo- 
bile code, the motor magnate ap- 
parenlty is not going to let them 
interfere with the vacation he and 
his wife are enjoying in their Huron 
mountain retreat, far from a tele- 
phone or telegraph office. 


With the deadline for acceptance 


of the code, less than 24 hours 
away, there were no indications 
that Mr. Ford planned an early re- 
turn to Detroit. In fact, the best 
information available was that he 
would 
remain 
in 
his 
16-room 
"cabin" until Friday or Saturday. 


No Sign of Olive Branch. 


Neither was there any indication 
that he was taking steps to com- 
pose hU> differences with promulga- 
tors and administrators of the au- 
tomotive code and the national re- 
covery act 


Those differences pivot about the 
provisions for collective bargaining 
with workers and the right of the 
board administrating the code to 
Jfcspect the books of signatory com- 
panies. Ford objects to letting 
Competitors view the inside work- 
Jogs of the close corporation which 
te fathered and dominates. 


The information that Ford would 
hot return to Detroit until the last 
of the week was in sharp contra- 
diction to current reports that he 
^as plannnig a quick return trip 
oday, either by special train or 
by plane. 


Railroad officials denied that any 
special train had been ordered and 
the plane rumor was given little 
credence because of the known re- 
luctance of Mr, Ford to travel by 
air. 


It was generally accepted that 
his plans in connection with the 
NRA movement called either for 
compliance or for a vigorous coun- 
ter-offensive—possibly a return to 
the famous $5 a day •miTitnuirp 
wage which brought him world- 
wide acclaim some years back. The 
minimum wage has since been re- 
duced to $4 for an eight-hour day. 


Already he has announced a 
minimum wage of 50 cents an hour, 
eight hours a day and five days a 
week, and compared that scale with 
the 35-hour-week and the 35-cents- 
an-hour tniTiimttm prescribed by the 
code for the Detroit area. 


He also announced—choosing the 


day when Detroit was celebrating 
re-employment attributed to the 
NRA—that between 3,000 and 4.000 
former employes are being called 
back to his Detroit plants. The 
present employment figure in the 
Ford plants was estimated at 42,000.

Since, however, I found dif- 
ficulties in the way of this, I am 
glad to see the city take hold of 
this property and develop it."

AMERICA ONE UP 
ON BRITISH BOAT 


Gar Wjood, Victorious In 


First Race, Expected 


To Repeat.

MARINE CITY, Mich., Sept. 4— 


(/P)—Hubert Scott-Palne, the Brit- 
ish speedboat pilot, challenging for 
the Harmsworth trophy, was hope- 
ful that some of the "roll" would 
be gone from the water in 
the 
course off this city when he and 
Gar Wood come together in 
the 
second heat of the 
international 
hydroplane race this afternoon. 
Scott-Paine's boat, Miss Britain 
m, was reported ready for another 
highspeed battle with Wood's Miss 
America 
X, the 
defender. The 
British pilot, although 
promising 
"nothing spectacular" 
Is 
today's 


race, was confident that with less 
"roll" in the water his craft could 
produce much greater speed than 
the 82.265 statute miles an hour it 
reacted hi the final top of the 
course Saturday, when Wood fin- 
ished nearly three miles ahead of 
him. 
Choppy Water Bothers Briton. 
The choppy sea that prevailed 
Saturday 
caused 
two postpone- 
ments of the opening heat. Sched- 
uled orginally for 3 p. m., it finally 
got under way at 6 o'clock in tne 
evening. Scott-Paine said he did 
not become accustomed to the wa- 
ter throughout the race, being un- 
able to see where the "roil started 
or finished." 
He felt confident, however, tnat 
in finishing the first race at a 
speedy gait, his craft had proved 
his contention that it was a legiti- 
mate challenger for the trophy. 
Wood, who reached a top speed of 
slightly more than 88 miles an hour 
in the first heat, did not let his mo. 
tors out to capacity at any time, 
and as soon as he had gained & 
comfortable lead over Scott-Paine, 
throttled them 
down. His Miss 
America X rode easily in the first 
heat and quite evidently had con- 
siderable power uncalled upon. 


Ramon Run Their Course. 


There were many rumors afloat, 
most of them apparently predicated 
upon an undercurrent of belief that 
Scott-Paine "has something up bis 
sleeve." The latest of the crop is 
an unconfirmed report that a new 
motor has been Installed in tn? 
challenger's 
little 
metal-hulled 
craft. 
Circulators of this particular re- 
port seemed to see signiicance in 
the hurried trip of Leo Philip 
Scott-Paine, a brother of the pilot, 
from Liverpool, England, 
arriving 
just in time for Saturday's neat. 
Leo Scott-Palne is staying in Sar- 
nia, ont. So far as is known here, 
the brotners have not met since 
Leo's arrival. 
Weather forecasts for today were 
for a partly cloudy sky, with a 
gentle to moderate wind. 


New Engine Installed. 


SARNIA, Ont.. Sept. 4—</EV-Leo 
Scott-Paine, brother of the owner 
and driver of the Harmsworth cup 
challenger, Miss Britain in. today 
said a new engine had been installed 
in the craft since the losing race 
against Gar Wood, American De- 
fender, Saturday.

The unaccustomed in- 
crease of more than a quarter of a 
million dollars in the fund was due 
mainly to deferred payments of real 
estate tax under the special act of 
the legislature postponing the date 
of delinquency for this year only 
from May 1 to July 1.

Bailey took Tresp there and com- 
manded him to start driving. The 
car was a 1929 model sedan painted 
green.
